1, es 


A trading post aa a place called 
Tassiusak, in Greenland, has the dis- 
tinction of being the most northerly 
house on earth. The post has for sev- 
eral years been managed by a Dane, 
who has his family living with him. 
The summer only lasts eight weeks. 
For the remainder of the year the 
house is virtually buried in snow. 
Greenland belongs to Denmark. It 
is the wonderland of the Arctic, and 
one of the quaintest countries in the 
world, The whole interior of the 
country is covered by an ice-cap some 
two miles in thickness in its centre. 
It is the remnant of the great ice-cap 
that once covered almost the whole of 
Europe in what is known,as the Ice 
Age. By international law, no one 
can land in Greenland without the 
sanction of the Danish authorities. 
Che object of this law is to prevent 
liquor and disease reaching the Eski- 
mos. The law is backed by the men- 
ace of an unbuoyed, unlighted coast, 
uncharted tides and currents, the ice- 
pack, the berg-stream, and fog.

Now thrift means saving money 
and miserliness means saving money, 
but they are not the same kind of 
saving.

The thrifty per- 
son saves so as to have a bank ac- 
count against bad times. His thrift 
has for its object independence and 
security, and is therefore in aceord 
ance with the Scout law. But miser- 
liness is purely selfish, whereas a 
Scout is told to be thrifty so that 
among other things he may have 
money with which to help others 
when they need it. The Scovt must 
be careful not to carry his thrift 
too far. You usually find that the 
thrifty person has a bank account, 
whereas the miser keeps his moncy 
in a stocking where it can do no 
because it is not kept in cir- 
The thrifty person puts 
nis 1 y where it draws interest, 
tlms adding to what he already has 
got, and also performing a service to 
the community.

Where Winbreake 
Are Necessary 


Gardens on Prairies Must Be Pro- 
tected by Hedges 


That the time will come when the 
prairies will be hedged and dotted 
with gardens and blooming flowers, 
of ripening fruits and of delicious 
vegetables, was the prediction made 
recently by W. . Macoun, horticultur- 
ist of the Dominion Experimental 
Farms, who has almost completed a 
tour of inspection of the Dominion’s 
experimental farms. Mr, Macoun is 
a son of Professor John Macoun, of 
Ottawa, the famous naturalist and ex- 
plorer, who died last year in his 
ninetieth year. 

Mr. Macoun said that he had seen 
on the prairies some of the finest 
gardens that could possibly be seen 
anywhere in Canada, But before the 
prairies can have gardens they must 
have hedges for windbreaks, Mr. Ma- 
coun added, “Set your hedges, and 
you may look for your garden,” he 
said. “The hedges are coming. The 
Dominion experimental farms have 
more, far more, than paid for them- 
selves by the wide distribution which 
has been given to the | caragana 
hedge, which the Department at Ot- 
introduced from Russia.

On Arctic Circle 


Oil Claims Extend from Fort Norman 
to the Rim of the Arctic 


Oil claims have been staked along 
the Mackenzie River right up to the 
Arctic Circle. The staking extends 
fromya point several miles south of 
Fort Norman, which is 1,500 miles 
north df Edmonton, to another point 
within some fifty miles of Good Hope, 
a post just sixteen miles south of the 
Arctic Circle. The total distance of 
the oil staking along the Mackenzie 
River in this territory is now approxi- 
mately 150 miles though not con- 
tinued over this entire length.
